Gold  King  Mine  release.  If  you  believe  that  you  have  suffered  an  economic  loss 
related  to  the  event,  or  if  you  have  questions  related  to  water  quality,  crops  or 
livestock,  individuals  will  be  on  hand  to  offer  information  and/or  assistance.

BID  staff  will  verily  employment  of  applicants  at  the  various  river  rafting  companies 
and  pass  the  application  on  to  the  committee  for  needs  evaluations.
